A Crime to Extend Ordinance.

For example, the condi- 
tions ‘mposed in regard to the 
buflding of houses failed, not only!

Befork they 
applied the Publig Health and 
Buildings Ordinance elsewhere they 
ouglit to satisfygthemselves that the 
Ordinance wh tot capable of im- 
provement in itself, With -regard 
tu housing, Vr, Roch had mention- 
ed that they concentrated on the 
better class of houses.

RELICS OF OLD DUNDES 


Discoveries in Municipal 
Removal. 

The municipality of Dundee are 
now removing from the old Towa 
House, which has served as the 
pérporation headquarters sincd 
1TH, to the new City Chambars 
in Caird Hall buildings, given bp 
the late Sir James Caird, Bt. 

Daring the preparations forthe 
removal msny interesting and 
curious relica éf former municipal 
life hava been discovered. One of 
the latest to ba unearthed from 
the dust in the ancient strong 
rooms is an old oak “ kist,” or 
bax, maasuring Lin. long by 1Le- 
in, broad and Phin, deep, strong 
ly bound with bands of white metal, 
and having a long hinged hasp 
from the lid and 2 double lock. 

Tais quaintches: has been rest- 
ing in the Town House, and inthe 


older tolbooth which stood upon 


the gama give, since tha year 1600, 
and was used for the pressrvation 
The two 
keys of the “ kist” were kent by 
the Provost and treasurer of the 
town for the time boidg, and could 
not be opened usless the halders 


ofboth keys were present. The 
charter shown with the " kist”’ is 
dated 2687, and’ relates to the 


beer and wine duty. 

Another interesting relic from 
the charter room is the “ Pirlexs 
Pig,” a pewter money-box dated 
1602, in usa at that time for re- 
caiving payment of fines lovied 
upon councillors for absance from 
council meetings: Besides ar- 
morial bearings, the followingisin- 
scribed upon it:—" Lord Blessethe 
Provest and Counsell of Dundee. 
Sir James Skrimzeout, Provest.” 

One of the charters belanging 
to the town'is tha’. bearing the 
signature of Mary Queen of 
Scots, dated September 11, 1564, 
grantiog the right to use as & 
burying ground the yard of the 
Grey ‘Cordelier Friars,” now 
known a3 “the Howff.”. One of 
the earliest charters in tho strong 
room ia by King Robert the Bruce, 
dated 1327, connrming the ancient 
rights aad liberties of Dundee.

Yot, said the lecturer, 
the average amsteur musician 
knew nothing whatever, prob- 
ably, of quite eighty per cent. of 
this composer's pieces. 
’ Having referred to tho earlier. 
years of Chopin's life, bis visits 
to Vienna and Paria, and his 
absorption of the nations! ele. 
mants of Polish countryside 
music, Mr. Bowes-Smith pro- 
ceeded to deal with the com- 
poser’s epacific studies, his 
Nocturnes, Mazurkas, and 
Polonaises. Altogether, Chopin 
wrote 132 separate works up to 
1817, Mr. Ore gave an illustra. 
tion on the piano of two types of 
Chopin's compositions—a Noc- 
taurne in F. Sharp and an Etude 
in G. flat. 


The lecturer then passed 
onto a consideration of the great 
composer's Fantasie-Imprompta 
in Op.66, and his Waltzes, Scher- 
zos and Ballades. : 

Chopin's friendship ‘with 
Madame George Sand was a etrik- 
ing episode of the musician-com- - 
poser’s life. The lady took him 
to Majorca, “where in her 
company he found great hap- 
piness and regained much of his 
failing bealth. ; 

Mr. Bowes Smith next dealt 
with Chopin's Prelndes; which 
included = number of musical 
gems. The lecturer, as when 
derling with the other types of 
compasition, played a7 selection 
on the pisnoin illustration.
